Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  July  3  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  ending  June  26,  1980) 
including  the  transition  period  of  June  16-19,  1980. 

Wheat:  The  market  was  fairly  active  as  net  sales  totaled  1,179,900  metric  tons  (MT).  Major 
buyers  included  China  (282,500  MT),  Japan  (197,800  MT),  Sri  Lanka  (155,800  MT),  the  Netherlands 
(100,300  MT),  and  Peru  (77,400  MT).  Exports  for  the  period  totaled  1,033,400  MT. 

Corn:  Net  sales  totaled  1,895,800  with  Mexico  (283,000  MT),  Spain  (200,  300  MT),  Greece 
Xl84, 100  MT),  Canada  (146,100  MT),  the  Netherlands  (120,500  MT),  and  Poland  (119,600  MT)  the 
major  buyers.  Exports  of  2,029,900  MT  were  heavy  with  Japan  (550,200  MT),  Mexico  (205,800  MT), 
and  Italy  (198,700  MT)  the  primary  destinations. 

Ri ce :  Net  sales  totaled  47,200  MT.  Major  buyers  included  South  Africa  (17,100  MT),  Saudi 
Arabia  (11,400  MT),  and  Senegal  (9,000  MT).  Exports  of  106,300  MT  went  mostly  to  Korea  and 
South  Africa. 

Barley:  Net  sales  totaled  62,500  MT,  with  Mexico  and  Romania  taking  16,000  MT  and  15,000  MT, 
respectively,  while  31,500  MT  were  recorded  for  unknown  destinations.  Exports  were  24,700  MT. 

Sorghum:  Net  sales  totaled  267,600  MT  with  Mexico  and  Japan  accounting  for  virtually  all  of 
the  business.  Exports  were  heavy  at  414,400  MT  as  Japan  and  Mexico  continue  to  be  the  major 
destinations. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  totaled  301,700  MT.  Net  sales  and  contract  adjustments  totaled  191,500  MT 
to  Japan,  42,400  MT  to  Norway,  33,000  MT  to  Mexico,  20,700  MT  to  Canada,  and  20,100  MT  to  Spain. 
Exports  continued  a  very  strong  pace  at  740,700  MT  during  the  period.  The  major  destinations 
were  Spain  (140,300  MT),  Japan  (127,300  MTi),  the  Netherlands  (96,100  MT),  West  Germany  (77,400  MT), 
and  Mexico  (75,600  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  were  up  again  at  306,200  MT.  Mexico  was  the  principal  buyer  at 

104.600  MT  followed  by  Venezuela  at  92,000  MT.  Other  major  buyers  were  the  Netherlands 
(25,300  MT)  and  Romania  (21,500  MT).  Meal  exports  rebounded  at  259,600  MT  for  the  period. 

The  principal  destinations  were  the  Netherlands  (69,500  MT),  Italy  (67,500  MT),  West  Germany 
(49,800  MT),  and  the  German  Democratic  Republic  (31,400  MT). 

Soybean  Oil :  Net  sales  fell  into  the  negative  column  again  at  minus  4,200  MT,  compared  with 
a  minus  9,400  MT  for  the  period  ending  June  15th.  New  sales  and  contract  adjustments  included 

42.600  MT  to  Pakistan  and  15,600  MT  to  Mexico.  However,  these  and  other  small  net  sales  were 
more  than  offset  by  contract  adjustments  in  the  unknown-destinations  category.  Soybean  oil 
exports  totaled  45,600  MT  during  the  period.  The  major  destinations  were  Pakistan  at  28,100  MT 
and  Mexico  at  7,800  MT. 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  continues  at  a  low  level.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  32,000  RB  were  largely 
to  Greece  (12,000  RB),  and  Japan  (12,000  RB).  MY  1980/81  sales  of  83,800  RB  were  principally 
to  Korea  (23,700  RB),  Hong  Kong  (11,400  RB),  Japan  (8,300  RB),  Thailand  (7,300  RB),  Israel 
(6,400  RB)  and  Taiwan  (5,300  RB).  Exports  remain  strong  as  384,700  RB  were  shipped.  Eighty-two 
percent  went  to  Asia,  including  63,100  RB  to  China  and  15  percent  tb  Europe. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Net  sales  for  the  period  totaled  383,600  pieces.  Whole  cattle  hides  led  sales, 
with  89  percent  of  the  total  market.  Sales  activity  was  again  led  by  whole  cattle  hides  in  which 
Japan  accounted  for  209,400  pieces.  Exports  of  hides  and  skins  from  sales  reported  earlier  were 
666,800  pieces.  Major  destinations  for  cattle  hides  were,  Japan  (250,800),  Korea  (127,700),  and 
Taiwan  (58,800). 

Rye  and  Oats:  Showed  no  significant  activity.

1 J  Sales  and  Exports  under  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Agreement  {Oct.  1,  1979  -  Sept.  30,  1980).  Exports  of  wheat  and  corn  to  the 
USSR  under  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Agreement  have  been  completed.  A  total  of  7,939.3  thousand  MT  (2,171.4  thousand  MT  of 
wheat  and  5,767.9  thousand  MT  of  corn)  was  exported  -  50.7  thousand  MT  below  the  8.0  million  MT  limitation  on  fourth 
year  exports  announced  by  President  Carter  on  January  4,  1980. 

2/  Includes  172.9  thousand  MT  of  wheat  and  185.2  thousand  MT  of  corn  reported  as  exported  after  Oct.  1,  1979,  to  complete 
Third  Year  purchases.  These  quantities  do  not  apply  against  Fourth  Year  purchaes. 

3/  In  accordance  with  the  export  suspension  announced  by  President  Carter  on  January  4,  1980,  no  additional  quantities 
of  soybeans,  soybean  meal  or  soybean  oil  will  be  permitted.  The  outstanding  sales  balances  for  soybeans  and 
soybean  meal  have  been  reduced  accordingly  and  the  outstanding  sales  balance  for  soybean  oil  will  eliminated  in 
future  reports.
